It occurred on December 6, 197$. Fortunato Zanfretta 26, 
a private Security Guard was on his normal duty near Tor- 
riglia, a small town on the hinterland of Genoa. At 11.30 
pm, he saw outside a house called "Villa Casa Nostra",4 
lights at about 100 metres from him. Thinking the lights 
belonged to thieves, he went td> investigate. Then all 
power to his vehicle went out. The lights disappeared 
behind an angle of the house. When Zanfretta arrived he 
thought he would lay in waiting for the thieves, to sur¬ 
prise them. At that moment he felt something touching 
him on the back; so he turned immediately to see who was 
doing so, and with great astonishment, he found he was 
looking into the face of an unknown being. He described 
it firstly as a 'dark grey trunk 1 with strange 'undu¬ 
lations' allrnover.it. He lifted his torch and saw an 
"ugly frightful face". As the beam of the torch hit the 
face of the being,it went out without reason. Zanfretta 
dropped the torch and it fell to the ground and switched 
on again. The being began to esoape. The witness gave 
chase. Suddenly however, he saw a great light behind him. 
Turning around, he saw an enormous light, of triangular 
shape, which was rising from the back of the house,and 
that it quickly disappeared. The witness finally reached 
hia oar, and called for the second time to his Centre. 
This time all is operating and the calls of Zanfretta were 
being received by Genoa. The disconnected phrases of the 


Guard convinced his colleagues to send some cars to Torp— 
iglia, to help him. Wien they arrived at the place of the- 
sighting, they found Zanfretta lying face down on the 
grountf with the gun in one hand and a light in the other. 


For two days-the event remained secret; the police,in¬ 
vestigated the place, dj^covered two tracks on the

JOHN DAY is convinced bis family has had a close 
encounter with creatures from another planet after 
driving through a green rrtist. 

He says the strange beings -were Tit tali, pink-eyed and 
communicated by telepathy.

Under hypnosis John recalled how a white light 
followed and finally zoomed across in front of his car on a 
lonely road. Then a beam of light transported the couple and 
their car aboard an alien spacecraft parked in a nearby field.
